INTRODUCTION 

The Saradiyakhyanamamaia or $aradiyabhidMnamala t as it is 
sometimes called, is a glossary of synonymous words and is divided 
into three kandas, each of which is again sub-divided into different 
vargas. Thus the first kanda is divided into 1 devavarga, 2 vyomavarga 
and 3 dhardvarga ; the second is divided into 1 angavarga, 2 samyogd- 
diuarga, 3 sarhgttavarga and 4 panditavarga. The last kSnda is divided 
into 1 brahmavarga, 2 rajavarga, 3 vaifyavarga, 4 tfidravarga, and 
5 samftryavarga. The whole work consists of about 465 stanzas, 

The Author 

The author of the work belonged to a Jain sect, his name being 
Marsakirti. He was a High Priest belonging to the Nagapuriyatapa- 
gaccha branch of the Jain priests, 1 and was the pupil of Candraklrti, 
who was highly honoured by emperor Jehangir of Delhi, who ruled from 
A.D. 1545 to 1553. In his pras*asti to the Vhatupathatarangiifi t Harsaklrti 
gives the following list of persons in his line who were honoured by 
royal personages : 

1. Jayas"ekhara, honoured by Hammira (1301-1365 A.D. ) 

2. Vajrasena, honoured by Allavadi 2 ( 1295-1316 A.D. ) 

3. Ratnas*ekhara, honoured by Perojshah ( 1351-1388 A.D. ) 

4. Hamsakirti, honoured by Sikandara Shah, probably Sikandar 
ShahLodi 3 (1488-1518) 

5. Anandaraya, obtained the title Raya from Humayun (1530-1540) 

6. Candraklrti, teacher of Harsaklrti, who wrote the present work. 

Candraklrti was honoured by Shah Salem or Jehangir (1545- 
1553) 

7. Padmasundaragani, honoured by Akbar ( 1556-1605 ) 

8. Pacca, honoured by a Hindu king named Maladeva, who was the 

ruler of Yodhapura i.e. modern Jodhpur. R. G. BHANDARKAR 
states that Maladeva was a prince of the Rathod family which 
ruled at Jodhpur from A.D. 1532 to 1583. 4 

Harsakirti* $ Works and Date 

Harsaklrti was a versatile writer and wrote on different subjects 
such as grammar, medicine, astrology and so on. Most of his writing

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exists in the form of commentaries although the composition of original 
treatises is also ascribed to him. The following are some of the works 5 
attributed to Harsakirti : 

1 Brhacchantistotratika ; (composed in sarhvat 1655) 6 ; 2 Kalyana- 
mandirastotratikd ; (Ms. of samvat 1635 V ; 3 Sinduraprakaranatika ; 
4 Sarasvatadipika ; 5 Setanitkarikavivarana ( composed in samvat 1669 ); 
6 DhatupathatarMgini; 7 Dhatupathavivarana ; 8 Saradiyakhyanamamala; 
9 Srutabodhatika ; 10 Yogacintamani ; 11 VaidyakasdroddMra ; 12 3^oft"- 
and 13 Jyotissaroddhara ' 



Another work on lexicography viz. Salddnekartha is also attributed 
to Harsakirti 10 . In verse 34 on folio 85 b of the India Office manuscript 
of this work it is stated that the glossary was composed by Harsakirti in 
samvat 1665 which corresponds to A.D. 1609. This verse reads as under: 



Scholars differ in their opinion concerning the date of Harsakirti. 
According to WEBER" Harsakirti, the author of the Sdradiyakhyana- 
mamala, lived towards 'the end of the sixteenth century'. BELVALKAR 12 
assigns the date 'circa 1550 A.D.' to Harsakirti, probably relying on the 
fact that Harsakirti was a pupil of Candraklrti who was honoured by 
SalimsRah alias Jehangir who ruled from A.D. 1545 to 1553. Judging, 
however, from the works ascribed to Harsakirti in the above list we are 
inclined to assign Harsakirti a period 'between A.D. 1575 to 1625' for 
his literary activity. From the list of works ascribed to Harsakirti we 
come to know that he composed the BrhacchantistotratiM in samvat 1655 
i.e. A.D. 1599, and the Setanitkarikavivarana in samvat 1669 or A.D. 1613.

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It is also stated that a manuscript of Nyayavatara was copied for him in 
samvat 1635 i.e. A.D. 15"/9. 

It will be seen from the foregoing remarks that Harsakirti must 
have already commenced his literary studies in A.D. 1579 when he got a 
manuscript of Nyayavatara copied for his use. It is also evident that his 
literary activity continued at least up to A D. 1613 when he wrote his 
commentary on the Setanitkarika, I am, therefore, inclined to assign a 
period of about fifty years roughly from A.D. 1575 to A.D. 1625 to the 
literary activity of Harsakirti. 

Manuscript-material 

The present edition of the Sdradiyakhyanamamala is based on five 
manuscripts, four from the Government manuscripts Library at the 
Bhandarkar Oriental Research Institute, designated as B, ( = No. 1409 
of 1887-91), B 2 ( = No. 281 of 1873-74), B 3 (= No. 1382 of 1884-87) and 
B 4 ( No. 780 of 1875-76 ). The fifth manuscript designated as D, belongs 
to the Deccan College Mss. Library. This manuscript being very 
corrupt had to be rejected after the 75th stanza of the second Kanda. 
All the manuscripts are written in Devanagari characters and with the 
exception of B 3)4 are dated as follows : 

B i samvat 1760, B z -samvat 1792 and D ^samvat 1723. Unfortunate- 
ly none of the five manuscripts utilized for this edition is complete and 
in some cases the readings had to be fixed with the help of the readings 
found in other lexicons.
